S.O. 557(E).—The following draft of certain rules to 
amend the Development Councils Procedural Rules, 1952 
which the Central Government proposes to make in exercise 
of powers conferred by clause (a) of sub-section (2) of 


section 30, read with s ub-section (2) of section 6, of the Indus¬ 
tries (Development and Regulation) Act, 1951 165 of 1951), 
are hereby published as required by sub-section (1) of the 
said section 3D for th c information of nil persons likely to bo 
affected thereby and notice is hereby given Ihn: the said 
draft will be taken into consideration on Or after the expiry 
ot a period of sixty days from the date of publication of this 
notification in the Official Gazette. 

Any objections or suggestions which may be received, from 
any person in respect of the said draft before the. date so 
specified will be taken into consideration bv the Central 
Government 

Draft Rules 

1. These Rules may be caller the Development Council! 

Procedural (Amendment) Rules, 1980. 

2. In rule 2 of the Development Councils Procedural Rules, 
1952 (hereinafter referred to as the snid rules), (1) in clause 
(a), the words “or elected” shall be omitted; (ii) after clause 
(d), the following clause shall be inserted, namely :— 

(e) “Vice-Chairman means a Vice-Chairman appoint¬ 
ed under these rules’’. 

3. Tn rule 3 of the s nid rules, for the figure and words 
“30 members including the Chairman”, the words "fifteen 
members including the Chairman and the Vice-Chairman” shall 
be substituted. 

4. For rule 4 of the said rules, the following rule shall be 
substituted, namely .-— 

“4. Chairman and 1 Vice-Chairman— 

(1) The Chairman of a Council shall be either the 
Secretary or the Additional Secretary of the 
Department of the Government of India concerned 
with the Scheduled industry for which the con¬ 
cerned Council is established, to be appointed by 
thc Central Government. 

(2) Thc Vice-Chairman of a Council shall be appoint¬ 
ed 1 by the Central Government from amongst the 
members of that Council and 1 shall hold office for 
a period of not exceeding two years, as may be 
specified by the Central Government, from the 
date of his appointment : Provided that no person 
shall hold the office of Vice-Chairman after he 
has ceased to he a member of the Council. 

(3) Thc Vice-Chairman may resign hi s office by a letter 
abutes-ed to the Chairman of the. Council concern¬ 
ed with a copy to the Secretary thereof. 

(4) The vacancy caused by the Vice-Chairman resign¬ 
ing his office shall be filled by appointment by the 
Central Government of another membei of thc 
Council as Vice-Chairman and the Vice Chairman 
so appointed shall hold office for so long as the 
Vice-Chairman whose place he fdlcd would have 
been entitled to hold the Office hud he cot 
resigned". 

5. Tn sub-nfic (2) of rule 5 of thc said rules, for the 

words “Ministry of Commerce and Industry" the words 

"Ministry of Industry’’ shall be substituted. 

6. In rule 10 of the said rules.— 

(i) in sub-rule (1). thc following shall be inserted at 
thc end, namely 

“but at least two meetings shall be held in a year”. 

(ii) in sub-rule (2) nnd sub-rule (4) for the words 
“Chairman”, wherever it occurs, the words “Chair¬ 
man or, in the absence of the Chairman, the Vice- 
Chairman ’ shall be substituted. 

7. In rule 12 of the. said rules,— 

(i) in sub-rule (1), after the word “Chairman", the 
words “or, in the absence of the Chairman, the Vice- 
Chairman” shall be substtuted. 
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(ii) in s'-b-rule (3), the following shall be inserted at 
the end, mmely 

“or where the \ ice-Chairman is pre.'iding over the 
meeting, of the Vice-Chairman”. 

K. Jn rli’e 13 of the said rules— 

(i) for sub-rule (1), the following sub-rule shall be. 
substituted, mimey :— 

“(1) The Chairman and in his absence the Vice- 
Chairman shall preside over the meeting of a 
Council and where both the Chairman and Vice- 
Chairman are absent, the member; present shall 
elect a chairman from amongst themselves"., 

(ii) in sub-rule (4) fot the words "or the member presid¬ 
ing". the words “or, if the Vice-Chairman or any 


other member is presiding the Vice-Chairman or 
such member, as the case may be”, shall he sub¬ 
stituted. 

9, In rule 14 of the said roles, after sub-rub (3), the 
following sub-rule shall be inserted, namely 

“(4) He stall torward to the Secretariat for Industrial 
Approvals in the Ministry of Industry a report on the 
activities of the Development Council after every 
meeting for submission to the Project Approval 
Board of the Ministry of Industry”. 

10. In rule 15 of the said rules, for the words "the 
Chairman", wherever they occur, the words "the Chairman or 
Vice-Chairman” stall be substituted,
